HOSPITAL FIRECRACKERS.
Two Little Unfortunates [ad
Big, Bully Time.

At the Lackawanna hospltal yester-
day Dr. J. L. Andrews, senlor physlc-
Ian, and Dr. Frederick Gilbart, the lat-
est acquisition to the staff, were kept
busy dressing small wounds, the re-
sult of exploding powder.

In all, fourteen cases were treated
at the hospital, Of these the greater
number were smnll burns and no sep-
arate record was kept of them., One
young mun, 4 resldent of Raymond al-
ley, had his right hand torn by an ex

One

ploding cannon cracker. His name
could not be learned
In the afternoon the patients at the

hospital who were able to be out doors
shot off many packages of criackers on
the lawn in front of the bullding. These
crackers were the gift of charltable
persons. An Incident of this fesble
celebration was noted by a Tribune
reportér. Two little boys, one of whom
was aMicted with deformed legs and
when admitted o the hospital six
monthe ago could only drag himself
around on hands and knees, and an-
other who Is recovering from a serlous
lliness, were out on the lawn shooting
off crackers

The sick boy moved about in a roll-
Ing chair, his hands hoving the wheels,
The other could barely walk and when
the boy in the rolling chalr lighted his
cracker he would wheel himself away,
the other boy would roll his body on
the ground

A crowd of urchins from the alleys
about the hospital had Installed them-
selves an the walk outside, pressing
thelr faces agninst the iron fence to
wateh  the fireworks display of the
two envied patlents, These sturdy
youngsters kept urging the sick boys
o throw the erackers over the fence,
The boy In the chalr was twitted when
his fire crackers falled to reach the
mark, a Adlstance of Afteen feet,
"Wrals de madder with ve, why don't
you trow It over!" The boy In the
chalr answered: “I can't; wused to
oould."

One cracker, however, reached the
fence and exploded right in the face of
a little fellow who 1s probably fAve
yeurs old.
